night to the 4,000 locals of the 
union by international officials of 
mine workers, instructing the men 
tn return to work immediately. 
Full instructions with regard to 
the agreement will be sent out to- 
morrow morning.

Miners, operators and government 


rvcinls alike were highly gratified 
v er the settlement tonight and all 
t.des appeared confident of a final 
satisfactory settlement of the fight by 
the commission. 


Action Ends Big Tieup. 


The action today ended a tieup of 


the coal industry of more than fl\e 
weeks' duration and one which was 
more far-reaching in its effects than 
any other in the history of the coun- 
try. 
As a result of the strike, the 


country was fast approaching a com- 
plete shutdown of industry and wide- 
spread suffering among its 100,000,- 
000 Inhabitants. 


The decision of the miners came 


after many hours of debate in which 
the radical element in the general 
committee made incendiary speeches j 
against operators and other* inter- 
ested in settlement of the question, 
and for a time threatened to defeat 
effort* to settle the strike at this 
time.

STRUCK MEJUN FACE 


One Soldier Forced to Sign State* 


ment That He Had Stolen 


Government Property.

The defendant was 
in command of the 308th military po- 
lice company. 


George E. Williams 
of Corning, 


Iowa, a discharged private, asserted 
that after he had been slapped by 
Detzer. the captain ordered Sergeants 
U. S. Madden and Frank L. Hoyt to 
"take him out in the yard and make 
him come clean." Williams declared 
that while Hoyt held his hands behind 
his back. Madden beat him until he 
had signed a statement which he be- 
lieved was to the effect that he had 
stolen government property. 


Private Thomas J. McAdams, now 


attached to the fifth guard company 
at Governor's Island, testified that aft- 
er having been "picked up" on the 
streets at a time when he w-as an at- 
tendant—patient at a base hospital, 
he had been beaten b\ Sergeant Hoyt.

"I bear that your council Is opening 


• campaign In America to gatber cloth- 
Ing for Poland. I bope this la being 
made a very earnest campaign, M the 
need Is far beyond anything that peo- 
ple In America are likely to under* 
stand. 


•Tbe lack .of clothing In this part 


of the country la bad enough, as you 
hare seen, and although really cold 
weather has not begun the suffering 
la already apparent But I do not know 
whether you have been out In the 
wlde-ipread areas of devastation, 
when the people are In rags and bare- 
foot, and where the situation will soon 
b* desperate. 


"If people at bom* had any concep- 


tion of the misery of these people, they 
would not rest until shiploads of warm 
clothing were actually distributed. I 
hope yon will Impress upon the Luth- 
eran council the urgency of the situa- 
tion, and the fact that the Polish peo- 
ple are not now In a position to h»lp 
thetnselre*. W* have got to see them 
through this winter." 


Appeal In Another Letter. 


Similarly B. Rlckard of the Ameri- 


can relief administration of European 
children's fond Is emphasizing the 
need hi Poland which the Lutherans 
are endeavoring to meet In their cam- 
paign for clothing and money. In a 
letter received by Dr. Laurttz Larsen, 
chairman of the European relief com- 
mittee of the national Lutheran coun- 
cil. The letter follows: 


The appeal ef the Lutheran conn- 


dl'a European relief committee foi 
funds for the purchase of clothing to 
be distributed in Poland and other 
countries of central Europe ought to 
receive ft wide hearing. There Is a 
desperate need for clothing—a. great- 
er need than can possibly be supplied. 


•Tor five years practically no new 


clothing has got into the bands of 
these people; practically none has 
been manufactured, and eld stocks 
are exhausted. The rag* and rem- 
nants which remain are simply not 
sufficient protection during the winter. 


•Conditions are especially bad in 


Poland, where the cold months arc 
very severe, where the fuel shortage 
to acute, and where 2,000.000 or more 
Mfugees nrast pan the winter la flim- 
sy, makeshift dwellings. 


The American relief administration 


European children'* fund to co-operat- 
ing with various organisations to the 
limit of Its resources in order to pro- 
vide In some measure clothing for chil- 
dren who must leave their homes to 
go to the relief kitchens. More than 
1.200,000 children In Poland will be 
given a meal a day at these kitchens 
for the next seven months. 


"However, our work Is limited tc 


meeting the requirements of the chil- 
dren of eight and under. I earnestly 
hope that the Lutheran committee will 
be able to help largely In meeting th< 
needs of others In want. 


Old Clothing Mot $trfflelenf. 


"If old clothing can be obtained 


qnlckty of course U can be used to 
greet advantage, but we have decided 
as far as the children are concerned 
that this Immediate need cannot be 
met by old clothing nor can we Trait 
for a clothing drive to bring results. 
We have consequently purchased new 
cloth and shoes and we mggc«t that 
any of your surplus funds could be 
used in this way. 


"It la our conviction—voiced more 


than one* by Mr. Hoover—that relief 
work in Europe must know neither 
creed, race nor country. Only the rery 
great need of those who are hungry 
and cold must be considered. 


"If we can In any wmy co-operate 


with your committee to hasten cloth- 
ing relief nM onlT In Poland but in all 
parts of centarl FOITO* you may count 
upon us to go the limit."

by ten large concerns are thus pro- 
tected, and as the population of the 
town of Klngsport is estimated at 
about 10,000, almost every family In 
the community will receive a financial 
benefit In wise of-accident, sickness 
or death overtaking one of its bre»d- 
winning members. 


The policy has been In effect since 


early in July. According to officials «f 
the insurance company this Is the first 
Instance known where a whole com- 
munity has adopted a standartzed plan 
of insurance. The experiment Is at- 
tracting the attention of many other 
municipalities, especially public offi- 
cials who are Interested in commu- 
nity service, and also insurance men. 


The prospective financial benefit to 


be derived by Individuals Tinder the 
policy Is held of far less Importance 
than the general good*whlch has re- 
sulted from the quickening of the con- 
science of the whole Kingsport com- 
munity. . 


A health center, to which every res- 


ident of the city has access, as well 
as the employees of the particular 
industries covered by the group poli- 
cy, has been established. 
A nurse 


furnished by the Insurance company 
is in charge. Meantime the officials of 
Kingsport have selected 
a public 


health official, draw ing salary from the 
municipality, to look after the sani- 
tary conditions of the community. 


Among other things, an attractive 


housing plan has been adopted and 
will be carried out as expeditiously 
as building conditions will permit. Af- 
ter making a careful survey the nurse 
In charge of the health center found 
a large number of houses in the 
town that she regarded .as insanitary 
and unfit to live In. At the suggestion 
of 
tbe 
insurance company these 


houses are to be burned, and all of 
Ktngsport, as well as a large delega- 
tion of "movie" picture men, have been 
Invite* to watch the bonfire. 


The, insurance company has become 


a sort of "big brother" to the town 
of Kingsport, and Its suggestions as 
to Improvements necessary to preserve 
the health of the. community are 
adopted with a spirit of heniiv co- 
operation by the leading busmen men 
and city officials.
